Tlie Way to Do It. 

The Opposition Press comes to us 
full of bitter denunciation of the Gov- 
ernment fox h&ving recourse to a Royal 
Commission as a means of enquiring 
into the Pacific Railway Scandal, as 
-well ns opposition to the understood 
intention to prorogue Parliament on 
its re-assembling, on the 13th. It is 
"now known that, uninfluenced alike by 
newspaper articles and by petitions 
and public demonstrations, the Gov- 
ernor-Cleneral has done both the one 

■ and the other; and the telegraph has 
informed the people in this distant 
province, through our columns, how 
the discomfited party hissed and splut- 
tered at the capital. It is not always 
possible to think one's way to correct 

. conclusions amid the heat of party 
strife; but it the people of Canada do 
not already feel that in both the Gov- 
ernor-General did perfectly right, and 
that.had ho adopted the course advoca- 
ted by the Opposition, ho would have 
done perfectly wrong, we feel quite 
5J sure that calm afterthought must con- 
duct a vast majority of the people to 
that conclusion— that is if there should 
ever be any more calm in Canadian 

• politics. It does not clearly appear as 
yetwho shall constitute the Royal 
Commission ; but we assume it will be 

■ • composed of gentlemen as far raised 

above the political atmosphere as poss- 
ible. We could have wished that it 
? were composed of. the Chief Justices of 
the respective Provinces. The local 
organ, true to its Grit proclivities, had 
a leading article the other day on the 

• subject, wherein it took the position 
that the Governor-General had done 
very wrong and "trailed the royal pre- 
rogative in the dust" by not taking the 
advice of the Opposition, instead of 
being guided, as ho was, by the con- 
stitutional advice of his Ministers. Our 
con tern porary must pardon us for think- 
ng its nrticle an extremely absurd one, 
indicating marvellous ignorance of con- 
stitutional government on the part of 
the Premier of this Province. It seems 
highly probable that so eminent a 
statesman as Lord Dufferin would be 
apt to know more about constitutional 
law, the royal prerogative, and all that 
sort of thing, than our local contempo- 
rary. In our humble opinion, although 
pretending to no superior knowledge, 
it appears tobe right and in accordance 
with the usage and genius of Respon- 
sible Government that the Governor 
should prefer to act upon the advice 

■ of his duly c onstituted Ministry, rather 
fc'ian upon that tendered to him by the 
Opposition, or by any number of per- 
sons, association or party unknown 
to the constitution. It would obviously 
bo extremely awkward nnd tend very 
mnoli to "mix things," if a Governor 
were in the habit of acting upon the ad- 
vice of the Opposition, in preference to 
that of his Ministers. In this view, how- 
ever, we may be wrong, the Governor 
General may bo wrong, and our contem- 
porary may be quite right;— who knows? 
Another article or two from tho same bag 
of constitutional lore seems not unde- 
sirable. It might be tho means of put- 
ting the Dominion Ministry right, and 

. raising Auior to tho Federal Cabinet; — 
who knows ? 

_ 

Extremely Injudicious. 

Exception has been taken to trie act 
of ill e Emigration Agent for this Pro- 
vince at San Francisco, in issuing pla- 
cards announcing the offer of free 

■ grants of 250 acres of land to each ac- 
tual settler. The local organ of the 
Government assorts that tho agent has 
done perfectly right, as "The local 
Act allows 250 acres of a freo grant 
for each 'bona fide' settler of 18 
years nnd upwards." We are quite 
aware that the Act empowers the Gov- 
ernor in Council to make freo grants, 
not exceeding 250 acres, to every male 
settler complying with certain pre- 
sribed conditions; but we were not a- 
ware that any action taken by tho 
Governor in Council under this pro- 
vision of the Act was of a nature or 
had attained a degree of forwardness 

■ to justify the issuing of such a notice 
at Sun Francisco a fortnight ago, or 

, now, or a fortnight hence. On the 
2Gth ult. the organ did, with a great 
Hourish of trumpets, announce that 
the "Government will at onco give to 
\ ench bona lido settler a grant of 
KJO acres on tho east coast of tho Is- 
land, north of Seymour Narrows; and 
210 acre grants in districts east of the 
Cascade Range." It was, at tho same 
time, intimated that it was the inten- 
tion of tho Government, when thepre- 

I sent surveys are complete, to set aside 
two freo grant townships in the Now 
Westminster District; but it seems 
' scarcely probable that the grants will 
beany larger there than north of Sey- 
mour Narrows, viz. 160 acres. Under 
these circumstances, if tho organ tru- 
ly indicated tho policy of tho Govern- 
ment, it will at onco be seen that tho 
announcement made by tho San Fran- 
ciseo Agent (mado, without doubt, at 
Ministerial bidding) was something 
worse than premature, It was absolutely 
..... untrue! We quite concur in tho opinion 
that it is extremely injudicious and poa- 
' ttivoly wicked to induce immigrants to 



come hero upon false representations — by 
making promises in the uamo of tho Gov- 
ernment which cannot bo fulfilled to tho 
very letter. Nothing could possibly bo 
more productive of mischief to the coun- 
try than such reprehensible conduct. 
When people arrive here and find that 
matters have beou misrepresented to 
thorn by accredited agents of the Govern- 
ment, nine to one they will turn away in 
disgust from what would have been quite 
satisfactory bad more not been promised. 
When our local contemporary justifies 
the contents of the hand-bill issued by the 
San Francisco agency it endorses misrep- 
resentation of tho most mischievous sort; 
and when it advises its correspondent to 
peruse tho Act, it is guilty of a piece of 
impertinence.

Death of Cvtiiebinb Mills. — Miss 
Catliorine Mills, who has been confined 
as a lunatic for some three years past, 
died yesterday afternoon at tho Asylum 
of extreme debility brought about by a 
persistent refusal to partake of nourishing 
food. Since February last the unfortu- 
nate woman has ate only bread and drank 
only water. Originally a stout, hearty 
woman, she was reduced at tho tirno of 
her deatli to a mere shadow of her former 
self — literally skin and bones. Her two 
sisters, who were crazy, too, have also 
refused to eat nourishing food for several 
moiitns, and are evidently fast Hearing 
the gloomy portals which have just clos- 
ed behind their sister. The reason as- 
signed by these unfortunate creatures for 
their extraordinary conduct is that a con- 
spiracy has been formed to poison them. 
Soups, fish, meats and fruit have all been 
rejected, notwithstanding they have been, 
and are, starving slowly but surely to 
death. Insanity was first developed in 
tho two surviving sisters about fouryears 
ago. Uttering fearful cries they ran 
naked through the streets. Catherine, 
who was then quite sane, doing her ut- 
most to prevent them. They were captur- 
ed and taken to the Barracks where they 
were tenderly nursed by Catherine, and, 
after a lapse of somo weeks, they were 
discharged cured. Shortly afterwards all 
three sisters went mad, and have remained 
so ever since. Catherine Mills was an in- 
telligent woman, and was tho author of 
many pungent letters which appeared in 
the Press of this city years ago on differ- 
ent topics. 

The Queeu Fish.— Tho queer fish found 
in Burrard Inlet are creating a furore in 
the scientific world. Orders from London, 
Dublin, Berlin, St. Petersburg and Wash- 
ington for specimens have been received. 
Councillor Drummond of this city suc- 
ceeded in procuring eight of the remark- 
able oojects and having packed them in 
glycerine, dispatched them to the Smith- 
sonian Institute by the last express. It is 
hoped that they will arrive safoly and 
that tho genous to which they belong will 
be satisfactorily established. As they 
have neither head, tail, eyes, fins nor an- 
other attributes that distinguish fish, tho 
scientific belief is that they form tho 
missing link between vegetable and 
animal life. Prof. Darwin, it is said, is 
in ecstacies over the discovery and in 
consequence is more than ever confident 
that his theory as to the "Origin of Man" 
is correct. 

Canadian SpecutjATOBs in Chicago. — A 
dispatch from Chicago to tho Glob, 
July 31st says:— The excitement in the 
Board of Trade is over. The wheat corner 
culminated to-day, when tho July wheat 
touched SI 5U. Settlements were prin- 
cipally made on a 1:40 basis. Messrs. 
W. M. Young & Co., Canadians, have 
cleared 8125,000. and have tho credit of 
running tho mest successful corner in the 
history of tho Board. A good deal of 
chargin is felt hero over the fact that on 
their native heath tho Americans should 
be ho successfully over-reached. The 
scenes on the Board during tho day wore 
many and most exciting. A severe lesson 
lias been given to somo hundred short 
traders." 

Suburban Fires. — Yesterday, about 
noon, the brush on Spring Itidge, not far 
from the Lion Brewery, was ignited. Tho 
fire spread rapidly, consuming brush and 
fences, swept over a hay-Held, attacked 
and destroyed a vegetable garden and. 
also, set fire to tho grove of trees just be- 
hind Spring Ridge. Crave apprehen- 
sions of great damage were excited, and 
Chief Lohsc and Assistant Saunders went 
out on horseback. They found M. Cava- 
reau, whose nursery was threatened, en- 
gaged with a number of neighbors in 
beating back the lire. Two boys were 
fastened in n barn on suspicion of having 
caused tho conflagration. A very largo 
area was burned over before all danger 
was past. 

Pboobess.— *A largo boiler and two 15 
horse power engines were shipped on 
board tho Enterprise yesterday for New 
Westminster. They were mado at tho 
Albion Foundry in tho highest stylo of 
workmanship, and are destined for tin, 
Vulcan Mining Company of Lightning 
Creek. 

Canadian papers refer with pride tq 
tho continued success of tho savings de- 
partment connected with tho Post-ofii- 
oos. Last vear tho amount of deposits 
waa 82,300,914, and the cost of maintain- 
ing the banks has for tho last five years 
averaged somewhat less than one-half of 
ono per cent, on tho balaneo to deposit- 
ors' credit year by year. 

The Flans.--- Wo aro gratified to an- 
nounce that the working plnnspf' tho now 
Government Building? ftrtta/firrived and 
that thoy will be placed iu-fho hands of 
\\\o contractors in tlwr course of a few 
days. The accomodation proponed by the 
original plan for the Post oMoo is greatly 
enlarged.

Eastern States. 

New York Aug. 18. — The gold opera-

Scenes in tlie British Par- 
liament. 

On the 18th of July, in the British 
House of Commons, Mr. Whalley asked 
tho First Lord of the Treasury, with re- 
ference to tho recent pilgrimage of 
Roman Catholics to tho Tomb of St. 
Thomas a Becket, whether he is aware 
that the Rev. A. J, Christie, a Jesuit 
priest, was permitted to have tho exclu- 
sive use of Canterbury Cathedral while 
lecturing for above an hour to a large 
concourse of pilgrims in eulogy of the 
abbots, monks and priest, of old, who 
were connected with that cathedral, and 
in disparagement of tho Protestant Re- 
formation ; ami, whether he dooms it ex- 
pedient that any and what steps should 
be taken to prevent the recurrence of tho 
proceedings. 

Mr. Gladstone said he had no authority 
to quote for an account of tho proceed- 
ings. He had, however, written to tho 
canon in residence, an old college friend 
of his, and from tho information ho was 
thus able to gather there appearod to be 
only two suspicious circumstances in con- 
nection with the visit — one was that a 
body of Roman Catholics had visited tho 
cathedral upon a day which was in some 
way connected with the martyrdon of 
Thomas A Becket— (laughter)— and tho 
othor was that tho color of tho paper an- 
nouncing the meeting (tho right lion, 
gentleman held up a pink handbill) ap- 
peared also to have some mysterious con- 
nection with the martyrdom (Laughter). 
Nor did Mr. Christie have tho exclusive 
use of the cathedral— the gathering took 
place during the timo the sacred edifice 
was open to the publio Tho visitors wont 
under the guidance of a gentleman— ho 
certainly was a Roman Catholic priest™ 
who, it appears, was \yo\l acquainted with 
the history of tho proceeding, and ho im- 
parted tho information ho possessed to 
them. Their behaviour was most unex- 
ceptionable. He know of but two ways 
of preventing the recurrence of such pro- 
ceedings; one was to close tho cathedral, 
which would be a misfortune, as great ef- 
forts had recently been made to throw 
open all tho cathedrals to tho inspection 
of thepublio; ami 'he other was to ad- 
minister a religlqus lost to visitqrs. (Much 
laughter.) Ho might add that a number 
of Protestants wore among tho 'pilgrims' 
on the occasion referred to (Laughter.)

Godmother vs. Godson- 

(Prom tho Belfast News, •lit 1 "' -»■) 
In the Second Court of Queen's Bench 
on Friday, boforo Mr. Justice Barry, and a 
common jury, the case of Shea vs. Davis 
was heard. 'The action was brought for 
broach of promise of marrige. Damages 
were laid al £'200. Tho plaintiff is a 
widow, residing in Clanbrassel Street, 
Dublin, and the defendant is a master 
carpenter, carrying on business in 11, 
Chamber street, Dublin. The defendant 
denied tho promise and pleaded that it 
had been rescinded, and further, that Ik; 
had been always ready and willing to 
to marry the plaintiff, but she bad not 
been always ready and willing to marry 
him. 

Counsel for plaintiff— Messrs. Porter, 
Q. G, and Kisbey, (instructed by Mr. 
Humphrey). For defendant — Messrs. 
Gibson, Q. G, and Falkiner, (instructed 
by Mr. W. Sterne). 
'Mr. Porter, Q. C, stated the case. 
Mrs. Ellen Shea, tho plaint ill', an elder- 
ly female, was examined by Mr. Kisby, 
and deposed that her husband died during 
the timo of the Crimean war. She hud 
known defendant all his lifetime. Ho be- 
gan to pay her more particular attention. 
She had treated him before that like a 
child. On the suggestion of dolendant 
she purchased throe houses in Clanbrtis 
sil street, one of which Mr. Davis got her 
to occupy. Previous to that the defend- 
ant proposed marriage to her. 1 had re- 
ceived a notice to unit, and having a 
child .sick with n»o, and not wanting 
to leave the house, Mr. Davis sent me to 
the Rev. Mr. Vance, Rector of Saint 
Catharine'sJJ Church, to ask if my name 
was changed to Davis would it throw the 
landlady back three months. (Laughter) 
A day J was fixed in December, 1871, for 
the marriage, but it was postponed by tho 
defendant t ill the Prince of Wales' Thanks- 
giving Day. I sent in the meantime for 
tho defendant, and told him if be regret- \ 
ted what be had done 1 would relieve 
him. He then said he never loved a wo- 
man but me. (Laughter.) I offered him 
£100 if he wished to marry another young 
lady, and he refused. He made some 
other excuse on the day before that 
appointed for the marriage about the ring, 
and I gave him my other marriage ring 
to obtain one the same size. He came 
again, and said it could not bo done. I 
said I would go to the church at any rate, 
an. I that it must bo done. The license 
was obtained and all. He came again in 
tho morning, when I believe he fainted, 
owing to what he said. He got £108 of 
my money to expend for me, and he never 
gave me an account of that, although I 
asked him. He never returned my other 
marriage ring. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gibson, Q.C. — 
I was about sixteen years old when I was 
married. I am about forty-nine now. 
The defendant is my god-son." (Laughter.) 
I told him I would not, marry him with- 
out his father and mother's consent. I 
never told his parents that ho was going 
to mai ry me. Tho doctor hri3 ordered me, 
for my health, to smoke, and I am oblig- 
ed to do so, although it is a disgusting ha- 
bit for a female. I never told Davis that 
when ho married me "I would never put 
a clay pipe in my mouth.'" (Laughter.) 

Richard Davis, tho defendant, a young- 
looking mau, examined by Mr. Falkiner, 
deposed that he knew the plaintiff from 
his ohildhood. It was she suggested mar- 
riage to him. Ho said he could not en- 
tertain affection for ono who drank and 
smoked. (Laughter.) She again refer- 
red to the subfect several times. She ask- 
ed him once did love her, and he replied, 
if ho said so he would be 
saying what was Mot true; and if 
he said not, he would bo saying what was 
not correct. (Laughter.) 

His Lordship — That's a very metaphy- 
sical way of putting it. (Laughter.) 

Witness explained that he loved her 
merely in the way of friendship. 

His Lordship — No man appears to have 
drifted more hopelessly into matrimony. 
(Lauhgter.) 

Examination continued — There was any 
amount of hugging anil kissing. She was 
constantly at me. (Laughter.) 

A Juror— Did you take an active part 
in it yourself ? (Laughter.) No. 

To Counsel— Tho marriage was spoken 
of generally, but no day was over fixed. 
One morning she told me to go away, 
that the devil must have driven mo there. 

Mrs. Davis, the mother of tho defend- 
ant, deposed that the plaintiff's adopted 
child came so frequently to the house for 
Dick that sho told l>ey once that she wish- 
ed "Richard was tied to her ma's back." 
(Laughter.) Once Mrs. Shea was going 
home, and sho said, "Oh, dear Richard, 
must I go so far alone V" "Oh," said wit- 
ness. "Nellie, you're not a sucking baby. 
(Laughter.) Richard's like a little dog, al- 
ways barking at your tail." That's all sho 
know of their courtship. 

William Davis, an old man, uncle of 
the defendant, said lie thought the plain- 
tiff was looking after him, (Laugh tor) and 
he was only waiting to see what sort of 
social connection and society ho would be 
brought into before he put tho question. 
(Laughter.) 

His Lordship — You did not know that 
Richard was cutting out his uncle all this 
time. (Laughter.)

damages and (id. costs,

tl»o woman who, until then, has not been 
neon exoopt behind closed curtains, 
Madame Sanchez held a high position in 
that particular world. People dined with 
her twice a weekend, tlioy l\r,<l more right 
in doing so to criticize the fare than the 
aqmp^ny. The lollies, ;wllO were to bo met 
there, ware of that class who, when met in 
B.ojs are saluted by a closing of the left 
eye. The men belonged to, ail classes of 



home ntone in tho morning, accompanied 
by a gentleman who left her at her door. 
Half an hour later, finding he did not 
return, sho leant over the balcony, over- 
balanced herself, fell upon the pavement, 
and was kiiled.

Afterwards her dresses, hor lin- 
en, her jewels, all will be sold; and when 
tin: last loL shall have' been knocked down 
the forty simpletons who formed the 
financial academy of Madame Sanchez 
will carry away to forty different places 
their empty hearts and their well-filled 
purses.
